number of months, show, it is be­ 
lieved, a number of steps between 
life and death. 
The fact that life in various organ­ 
isms may be suspended by freezing 
in liquid aid and by other processes 
and the possibility of resuscitating 
these organisms after a 
period 
of 
several weeks and even months gives 
color to the 
theory 
recently 
an­ 
nounced by a scientist that it might 
be possible to 
resuscitate 
Captain 
Scott, the intrepid British explorer, 
who was frozen after he had attained 
the south pole. 
In some degree this 
character of resuscitation has been 
accomplished in the Hopkins labora­ 
tories. 
Bacteria 
of various diseases 
are 
showm in that laboratory frozen at a 
temperature of liquid air of 360 de­ 
grees below 
zero Fahrenheit. 
They 
do not die, as a rule, and often sur­ 
vive so extremely drastic a proced­ 
ure as this and retain their specific 
vital pathogenic characteristics. 
There are instances 
where 
such 
cold-blooded animals 
as frtags and 
snails and even fish have their lives 
suspended by this freezing process, 
sometimes so thoroughly that their 
intestines can he taken out, and yet 
on being “ thawed out,” after a period 
of weeks, they revive most actively. 
These animals are perfectly nor­ 
mal when placed in a refrigerating 
jar, just large enough to hold one 
animal. 
The jar is filled with liquid 
air at a certain 
temperature, and 
after a short time the animals ap­ 
pear lifeless. 
A month later they 
are removed and on being massaged, 
show' signs of life, sometimes reviv­ 
ing completely.

PROPER TIME TO SELL HOGS 


Expense of Keeping Animals for Rise 
in Market Often Wipes Out 
All Margin of Gain. 


As a general proposition, it seldom 
pays to carry hogs long after they 
are ready for market. 
Feeders who 
have held their hogs for a rise in the 
m arket have found that the expense 
for feed wipes out all the advantages 
of a higher price later. 
Gains must be made or profits will 
be materially reduced. 
Light feed­ 
ing is a risky speculation, because 
they cannot be carried along without 
expensive grain feeds. 
Heavy feed­ 
ing can be continued profitably to grow­ 
ing pigs as long as supplement feeds 
are fed along with the fat put on by 
the corn, 
la this way 150 to 
200- 
pound hogs can be continued on full 
feed to a weight of 200 pounds or 
more and pay large profits. 


Much of the space in 
the 
garden 
may be double cropped where the soil 
is kept free from weeds and hand hoe­ 
ing is thoroughly done. 
To illustrate: 
Sow a row of onion seeds and. a l ut 
two or three inches distant, a row of 
sets, or buttons of the evergieen onion. 
These will grow and be eaten before 
the black seed fairly starts growth. Or 
a row of onion sets and a row of let-] 
tuce, or radish, together. 
A row of 
parsnip, or carrot, and a row of sets,1 
or lettuce, or radish. One will mature 
and be used before the other, and both 
are hoed and hand weeded at once as 
readily as if alone. 
A row of sweet 
peas may have early vegetables along. 
side it to advantage. Early vegetables 
may be grown between rows of tomato 
plants, melons 
or 
cucumbers, and 
used, or marketed, long before 
their 
comrades occupy the ground. 
Hubbard squash and pie 
pumpkins 
planted among early potatoes set and 
mature their fruit after the potatoes 
ripen and their tops die down. Ground 
sown to early peas may be set to late 
cabbage or sown to winter radish or 
turnips after the peas mature and are 
removed. 
This late working the soil 
kills hosts of weeds and prevents them 
maturing 
seed 
after August 
I, the 
time when garden weeds usually mar 
ture seeds. 


Care of Mares. 
In mild w eather mares must be 
kept in the open sheds outside, both 
day and night. Each mare should have 
a special place where it is tied to re­ 
ceive its grain feed. 
If fed from an 
ordinary trough 
the 
more 
vicious 
mar* s may kick the others and gob­ 
ble most of the feed. 
Roughage may 
safely be fed from racks in the yard.

condition of 
the horse in order to be able to recog­ 
nize the abnormal conditions indicat­ 
ing disease Is pointed out in a veter­ 
inary science bulletin which was dis­ 
tributed to visitors to the animal hus­ 
bandry c l a s s e s in the short course at 
the Oregon Agricultural college. 
The more important things which 
must be noted, says Dr. B. W. Hollis 
in his bulletin, are the temperature— 
100.5 to 100.8 F. in the normal horse 
—the pulse—28 to 40 a 
minute—the 
heart beat, respiration, conditions of 
digestive and urinary 
system, condi­ 
tion of mucous 
membranes, 
appear­ 
ance of coat and expression of eyes. 
There are 
many other important 
facts to be kept in mind, but 
these, 
the chief ones, if thoroughly mastered, 
will make recognition of disease much 
less difficult.

A setting hen is a perfectly respect­ 
able hard working matron, supering 
from an acute attack ik spring fever. 
She will not work, she refuses to lay 
or even talk about it, and she devel­ 
ops a very crabbed disposition in a 
remarkably short length of time. Seek­ 
ing out some chosen nest she takes 
possession, by force, lf ut cedary, and 
proceeds to occupy it for about 23 
hours and 25 minutes every nay. She 
leaves it secretly aud in silence, only 
when food is necessary. Having sat­ 
isfied her wants, she suddenly remem­ 
bers that unguarded nest, aud makes 
for it with great speed and confusion 
It matters not whether the nest con 
tains eggs or a doorknob, it is dear tc 
her, and nothing will dislodge her 
There she will hold the fort until 
her motherly longing is satisfied in 
a brood of little dow ny peepers. 
The 
writer once hatched three successive 
broods of chicks under the same lien, 
the hen setting for 75 consecutive 
days, and coming off the nest reluc­ 
tantly and in good health at the end 
of that time. 
The best way to detect a broody 
hen is to look through the nests after 
dark and see whether there are any 
hens on them. If so, they should eith­ 
er be brought up or placed on some 
worthless eggs in the hatching quar­ 
ters, as they do harm in the regular 
laying pens by partially incubating 
eggs and fighting with all the other 
hens. 
Almost any concave nest, well lined 
with hay, will do for setting a hen. 
Take a box, or barrel laid on its side, 
paint it inside with carbolineum or 
some other good lice paint, and form 
the nest out of earth with two inches 
af hay covering it. 
Be sure to get the corners filled so 
that the eggs cannot roll into them. 
Have the edge of the tyox not over 
three inches higher than the eggs, so 
tnat the hen will not jump on them. 
Dust the hen with insect pow der. place 
her on the nest on some dummy eggs, 
and cover her with another, ventilated 
box. 
Let her off in 24 hours, and if 
ahe goes back again, it will be safe to 
wit good eggs under her. 
Use an odd number of eggs, depend- 
lg upon the size of the hen and the 
eason. 
Thirteen in cold weather and 
5 in warm, is about 
right 
for a 
Plymouth Rock hen. 
Keep whole corn and pure water at 
hand and let the hen take care of her­ 
self. 
The chicks usually 
begin 
to 
hatch on the twenty-first day. Let them 
alone until the night of the twenty- 
| second day. 
Then move her and the 
chicks to a warm, dry coop and do 
not feed the chicks until the twenty- 
fourth day. 
It Is a good plan to set two hens 
at the same time and give all of the 
Mrs. W.

Tile Psalm ist is merely telling of 
bis severe illness, from which by the 
grace of God he recovered.

yet even 
bore there is danger of the average 
reader not catching the true thought. 
Far simpler and far less liable to be 
misunderstood would it 
have 
been 
had the translators said. “ The pain5 
cf the tomb.” The Revised Version 
of the English 
Bible 
reads “ The 
pains of sheol.” 
W hy Not the Whole Truth? 
Every learned m inister knows that 
th** Hebrew' word sheol really means 
ilie grave, the pit. 
the

of 
death. W h y do 
people the 


they fear that if the creeds were thus 
discredited it would mean 
that tile 
ministers of those creeds would be 
sim ilarly discredited. 
Perhaps they 
fear that the 
people 
would never 
again have confidence iii their teach­ 
ings, and I hat thus all 
the various 
party walls of christendom which for 
so long a time 
have 
divided

nitely know of their reasons because 
they do not tell us. W e can only sur­
